Throuj.'h  the 
co-operation  of  the  Students'  Council  and  tlie  Medical  Hi])i)o- 
cratic  ISoeiety  there  was  ])ublished  the  first  Directory  in  the 
history  of  the  University.  The  Council  has  finally  procured  a 
pin  which  only  the  students  of  the  Colleg-e  of  Arts  are  entitled 
to  wear.  A  i)ostal  box  and  a  separate  bulletin  board  have 
been  installed  in  the  halls  and  a  paper  rack  in  the  meji's  room, 
while  dishes  have  recently  been  purchased  to  be  used  by  all 
University  Societies.

Letters  have  also  been  received  from  universities 
throughout  Canada  and  so  the  fellowship  between  the  students 
of  Western  and  these  colleges  has  been  increased. 

A  feature  of.  the  meetings  has  been  a  discussion  of  the 
amendments  of  the  com})lete  constitution.  Mr.  Ured  James, 
Arts  '22,  has  had  charge  of  this  work  and  has  carried  it  out 
in  a  most  conscientious  and  ])ainstaking  manner.  He  prese)ited 
the  amendments  to  the  student  bodv  meeting  for  the  vear  and 


considerable  interest  was  shown  by  tiie  students.  According  to 
the  new  constitution  then  adopted  the  election  for  the  foUownig 
year  will  be  held  not  later  than  the  third  week  in  April.  This 
"seemed  to  be  the  wish  of  practically  the  entire  student  body. 
On  account  of  the  Medical  Students  in  future  taking  their 
first  year  in  the  College  of  Arts,  the  Council  will  be  increased 
by  a  "representative  from  this  year.  The  W-  U.  W.  S.  C.  Avas 
placed  under  the  careful  guidance  of  the  Council  according 
to  the  desii'e  of  the  students. 

In  closing  the  student  body  meeting.  Mr.  ]\IaeMahon  toc-k 
the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  students,  individually  and  as 
a  whole  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  the  interest  they 
have  siiown  in  tlie  work  of  the  Council. 

We  feel  this  report  would  not  be  complete  without  some 
expression  of  appreciation  of  the  faculty  who  have  contributed 
not  a  little  to  the  success  of  the  various  societies  and  to  whose 
scholarshi))  we,  as  representatives  of  the  student  body,  wish 
to  pay  tribute.

Evei-y  ti'ue  stu(b'nt  ol' 
tile  Arts  recognizes  tiie  hig'h  iniportanee  oi  tiie  theatre  ii.  tiie 
woild's  eulture.  Witiiin  tlie  hist  few  years  a  {jTeat  mov(>'iient 
lias  been  started  with  a  view  lo  reviving:  tbe  classics  of  tbe  staji'c 
and  tbe  i)resentin<i-  to  the  public  the  jilays  ot  modern  <;(Miius:. 

Tbe  jiust  year  saw  Western  caught  in  this  "Litle  Tbcatre 
Movement.'"  Like  all  worth-while  inovemeiits  it  had  its  oritiin 
in  the  conscientious  desire  on  the  jia  t  of  a  few  to  jiromubjate 
tbe  best  intere;;ts  of  the  many.  To  accejjt  the  res])()nsibility 
of  irainin{i(  new  material,  of  searchinp;  throufjb  tbe  g:reat  mass 
of  written  ^ilays  for  the  ones  which  were  embodied  in  the  orijf- 
inal  "Little  Theatre  Movement",  required  an  enormous  con- 
fidence in  i)ne"s  ability.  Tbe  difficulty  of  liuancinji'  tbe  ])ro,ject 
was  in  itself  suflicient  to  alarm  tbe  most  valiant. 

But  these  ajiparently  mountainous  ditficulties  vanished  be- 
fore the  z(|'al  of  tbe  jieople  who  were  sufficiently  interested  to 
discuss  the  malter.

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THE  LITTLE  THEATRE  ORCHESTRA

"T"  HE  Ijittlc  Tlicatro  Orchestra  wihch  was  or<,'aiiized  throufili 
the  Players'  Club  lias  done  imieh  to  stimulate  the  students' 
interest  in  music  and  has  tormed  a  very  real  part  in  the  jiro- 
<irannnes  ol  the  Little  Theatre.  The  members,  some  sixteen, 
have  enjoyed  their-  woi'k.  and  in  spite  ot  the  fact  that  only  oiu' 
night  a  week  was  available  for  practice,  they  have  made  very 
creditable  progress  in  ensemble  playing,  under  tlie  direetor- 
shij)  of  Miss  Helen  Gordon  Patterson.  The  orchestra  was  es- 
l)ecially  fortunate  in  having  ;\Ii'.  Walter  Reiuiie.  who  is  a 
gifted  musician, as  leader  of  the  first  violins. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  practice  was  held  in  the 
Arts  Building.  This  was  later  changed  to  Brescia  Hall.  On 
account  of  its  central  situation  it  is  easily  accessible  by  all  the 
members  who  have  greatly  ap])reciated  the  kindness  of  the 
Dean  in  allowing  them  the  use  of  it. 

The  first  year  for  any  organization  is  generally  a  difficult 
one,  and  this  is  jiarticularly  true  of  an  orchestra.  The  members, 
first  of  all,  have  to  become  accustomed  to  playing  with  each 
other  under  a  new  director  with  whose  peculiarities  they  are 
unfamiliar.  The  director  on  the  other  hand  has  to  mould  into 
one  a  group  of  musicians  whose  style  and  quality  of  musician- 
ship is  iniknown  to  themselves  and  to  himself- 

The  next  great  difiicidty  is  in  becoiuing  familiar,  in  a  short 
time,  with  new  types  of  music,  and  in  reaching  a  point  where 
it  can  be  played  with  a  degree  of  understanding.  The  finished 
playing  which  one  admires  in  a  great  orchestra  is  the  result 
of  years  of  training  and   growth.     An   amateur  organization 


can  never  hope  to  be  more  than  a  very  faint  reflection  of  such 
an  orchestra.  Yet  with  the  successful  beginning  which  has 
been  made  this  year  the  Little  Theatre  Orchestra  should  be 
able  1o  work  together  next  year  with  a  gi-eatcr  feeling  of  unity 
and  a  finer  ai)])reciation  of  music  and  thus  produce  careful 
i-nd  artistic  work. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficidties  Mhich  the  orchestra  has 
had  to  face  this  year,  has  been  the  scarcity  of  bass  instruments. 
In  order  to  secure  a  nice  balance  of  tone  more  of  the  deep- 
toned  instruments  are  required,  than  the  orchestra  now  oos- 
sesses.  This  year's  freshman  cla.ss  brough  the  orchestra  eight 
]ilayers.  It  is  hoi)cd  that  next  year's  class  will  do  even  better, 
and  that  we  will  find  some  of  the  new  students  ])laying  double 
bass,  violincello  and  wood  wiiul  insti'uments. 

The  orchestra  ex])ects  to  be  able  at  some  future  time  to 
I)urchase  certain  instruments  which  it  lacks  at  jjresent.  and 
allow  students  who  are  willing  to  study  them  and  i)lay  in  the 
orchestra,  the  use  of  them.  These  instruments  woidd  be  the 
permanent  i)roi)erty  of  the  orchestra. 

The  Little  Theatre  Orchestra  has  not  only  contributed  a 
musical  programme  for  the  three  dramatic  iierformances  given 
by  tne  flayers'  Club,  btu  will  also  i)rovide  the  music  for  the 
university  play  during  Convocation  Week.  Then  for  the  first 
tmie  m  the  history  of  Western  a  university  orchestra  will  as- 
sist at  tne  University  Play,  making  it  truly  an  all  Western 
performance.  *

AS  this  is  the  final  announcement  for  the  Glee  Clul).  till 
ncxc  term,  i^  Avould  not  be  out  of  place  to  relate  once  more 
the  history  of  this  club  at  Western.  No  doubt  the  idea  of  a 
Glee  Club  occurred  to  Western's  students  long  before  the  fall 
of  1920,  but  it  was  then  that  the  present  club  was  organi?ed. 
We  are  now  two  years  old,  and  as  we  are  one  of  the  youn<i<^st 
organizations  at  Western,  we  are  ]>roud  of  our  accomiilishmeiits. 
Our  second  year  has  been  a  success.  In  the  fall  of  1920  a  fey:  of 
the  students  got  together  and  with  the  suport  of  the  "Lit.", 
decided  to  form  a  Glee  Club.  Beverly  Baker  has  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  first  president.  The  idea  was  to  gather 
together  a  small  group  of  reliable  singers,  train  them,  and  thus 
have  a  nucleus  about  which  could  be  formed  a  real  Glee  Club 
for  1921-22.  The  residt  was  that  abotit  fifteen  singers  were 
secured,  who  were  really  interested  and  ready  to  stay  with  the 
organization.  This  was  a  noteworthy  beginning.  It  was  then 
hoped  a  concert  could  be  given  the  next  year. 

Last  fall  the  club  got  a  little  better.  The  enthusiasm  of 
the  members  was  very  gratifying  to  the  executive-  The  "orig- 
inals," as  we  might  call  the  fifteen,  were  out  again,  and  more 
determined  than  ever.

■"T  JIK  liistory  of  any  .sciciicp  is  a  story  of  coiitiiiupd  sfnicrj,'l(' 
ajiaiiist  tlie  forces  of  ijfiioraiice  and  darkni'ss.  Tlic  know 
Icdfje  of  con(iue.st  in  the  past  gives  the  stinnilus  to  future  endeav- 
our, to  ])usli  back  still  farther  the  frontier  between  the  known 
and  the  uid<nown.  Thus  it  is  eharaeteristic  of  |)raetieai!y  ail  the 
men  of  <Mninenee  in  the  tield  of  iriedieine  that  they  have  !)een 
keen  students  of  the  art  and  science  of  their  profession.  They 
have  been  inspired  by  the  story  of  the  onward  march  of  their 
fireat  predecessors,  and  their  way  has  been  lijrhted  by  the  lamp 
of  history.  Xor  is  this  jx'culiar  to  the  nienihers  of  the  medical 
profession,  for  no  scientist,  in  whatever  field,  can  truly  meas- 
ure uj)  to  his  po.ssibilities  who  is  not  conversant  with  the 
evolution  of  his  science,  and  familiar  with  the  life  work  of 
those  who  have  been  its  builders. 

Our  Medical  Historical  Society  has  ha<l  a  very  successful 
season.

nrHE  Western  University  Contingent  Canadian  Officers 
Training  Corps  may  rightly  be  regarded  as  an  active 
memorial  to  Western's  contribution  to  the  Great  War,  and  for 
that  reason  alone,  is  deserving  of  a  jiermanent  place  in  the  list 
of  active  organizations  of  our  university.  It  was  reorganized 
this  year,  not  only  for  tlie  above  reason,  but  because  it  was 
felt  that  there  was  so  much  that  was  beneficial  in  the  training, 
that  it  shoidd  be  included  in  the  cirrieulum. 

Though  comjiaratively  few  parades  have  been  held,  the 
corps  has  attained  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  and  the  appear- 
ance and  carriage  of  the  unit  as  a  whole  on  the  Ypres  Memorial 
Parade  of  Sunday,  April  23,  1922,  brought  forth  much  ia\oiir- 
able  comment. 

The  training  received  by  the  cadets  embodies  more  than 
the  routine  of  foot  drill  and  musketry.  It  includes  a  very 
interesting  series  of  lectures  delivered  by  experts  from  the 
permanent  forces,  dealing  with  a  variety  of  subjects  I'anging 
from  map-reading  and  the  King's  Rules  and  Regulations  to  the 
history  of  the  Canadian  militia.  On  the  floor  of  the  Armouries, 
mutual  instruction  in  foot  drill  is  carried  out  under  the  super- 
vision of  instructors  loaned  by  the  permanent  forces- 
While  no  championships  were  won  in  the  Garrison  League, 
the  corps  acquitted  itself  remarkably  well  in  both  hockey  and 
indoor  baseball. 

No  examinations  for  certificates  were  held  this  year  be- 
cause of  the  delay  in  commencing  instruction,  but  next  fall 
will  see  the  corps  off  to  an  early  start.  Examinations  Avill  then 
be  held  the  following  spring  and  certificates  granted  to  the 
successful  cadets.

I'ei'ha])s  a  more  pi'oniisinjr  apfjregation  of  athletes  were 
never  collected  tofjcther  to  i'e])feseMt  Westei'U  in  the  Intef- 
I'olleji-iate,  but  tiiere  was  somethin<i-  lackiufr  and  the  team 
seemed  to  wilt  and  lei  the  jrames  slij)  away  just  at  the  eiitical 
moments. 

The  season  opened  with  Westei'u's  only  vi(  tofy  down  at 
(luelpli.  Western  jjlayed  rinj;s  around  the  farmers  and  had  no 
difdcult.v  in  cominfr  out  on  the  lon^-  end  of  the  score.  Th:-  next 
fiauH'  in  'I'oronto  saw  Western  play  a  jj'ood  fi:arne.  but  iiuibility 
to  shoot  lost  them  the  verdict.  Guelj)!]  returned  to  London  for 
the  third  ^ame  of  the  season  and  i)roeeeded  to  defeat  Western 
in  a  very  businesslike  manner.  Western  did  not  seem  to  be 
interested  in  st()i)ping'  the  avalanche  and  the  result  was  a 
second  loss  for  Western.  U.  of  T.  came  uj)  a  week  later  and 
continued  the  g:oo(l  worlc  althoufrii  Western  did  eoine-liaek 
stroufi'  in  the  second  half  and  outseored  the  visitors.  The  final 
outcome  of  the  leafjue  saw  Varsity  winners  with  O-  A.  ('.  and 
Western  tieil  for  the  cellar  position. 

A  two  <<ame  series  was  arranged  with  As^;um))lion  ("oileire 
The  first  <>ame  was  jjlayed  in  the  iledical  School  <rym  and  tlie 
Western  team  minus  Wainwright,  Simpson  and  DouirHll  went 
so  far  u])  in  the  air  that  they  were  lost  until  the  final  whistle 
blew.  A  week  later,  however,  the  team  came  down  to  earth 
aji'ain  ;uul  travelled  down  to  Windsor  to  i)lay  the  return  jr<'me. 
Wainwrifi'ht  and  C"o.  were  still  amonj--  the  missinir,  but  the  team 
pot  away  better  and  only  lost  by  a  few  ])oints. 

A  word  of  apiu'eciation  is  due  to  "Doe"  Cline  aiul  ilurray 
Sim])S()n  who  <>raduat<'  this  year  aiul  who  have  been  lonjr  and 
faithful  workers  on  Western  basketball  team  for  the  la.st  five 
years.  Tlie  loss  of  both  these  m.ni  will  be  keenly  felt  next  year 
and  they  are  leaving  places  practically  impossible  to  fill.

TJNFORTIINATELY  Irom  .111  outward  asjioct  Ruf-h.v  was 
more  or  loss  of  a  fiasco  liui'iiiji'  the  past  season  at  Wcstci'ii 
but  intrainiirally  tlic  sccminfily  disasti'ous  season  of  1921  has 
hcHMi  a  stinmhis  toward  l)ifi:»>t'r  and  hotter,  toward  finer  and  fit- 
ter, teams  tlian  have  ovoi-  flasliod  the  jxirplo  and  white  upon 
the  jj'ridirou. 

The  unavoi(hil)lo  and  re<i'retal)le  witluirawal  of  some  of  the 
most  valuable  men  on  account  of  inability  to  attend  practices 
regularly  as  demanded  by  Coach  "Buster"  Reid,  left  Western 
in  a  sorry  state.  Indeed  she  mipht  have  boon  foroe^l  to  cancel 
her  last  four  <>amos  and  imperil  lier  standinjj;  with  the  Canadian 
intei'collejriato  Athletic  Cnion  had  it  not  l)een  for  the  heroic  co- 
operation of  the  second  team  in  rebuilding;-  the  wreck'nl  firsts. 
To  these  men  many  of  whom  do  not  a])i)oar  in  the  picture  of 
the  team,  all  honour  is  due.  They  played  an  uphill  s'lme 
atiainst  hopeless  odds  and  to  them  more  than  any  one  else 
Western  should  rise  aiul  |)ay  tribute.  These  men  were  not  all 
of  the  tirst  team  calibre,  ilost  of  them  were  green,  yes  .very 
green  at  the  game,  but  their  courage  has  done  much  for  the 
future  of  Western  athletics.  Those  not  a])i)oaring  in  the  i)ic- 
ture  are;  Rose,  E.  (J.  Cowley,  Priddle,  Halo,  \V.  C.  Heamer,  .J.  L, 
Callaghan  and  Dalgleish. 

The  full  soedule  of  games  was  ])layed  and  Western  tasted 
defeat  in  all  of  them,  although  she  is  credited  with  one  victory, 
because  St.  ^MiciuH'Ts  used  some  iiudigible  jilayers  against  hoi- 
in  the  last  game  at  Toronto.  Western  lost  all  but  her  honour 
in  these  games,  but  she  gained  the  respect  and  admirat'on  of 
her  rivals  though  she  fell  before  their  ))rowess. 

It  needed  just  such  a  season  as  this  of  1921  to  wake  West- 
ei'n   up.     The   faculty    had   ])ressed    home   to   them    more   con- 


vincingly than  ever  the  great  necessity  foi-  closer  i-o-oporation 
with  the  Athletic  Directoi'ato  to  i)roduce  a  winning  football 
team.  The  students  were  aroused  and  at  an  enormous  and 
enthusiastic  mass  meeting  expressed  in  no  uncertain  tci-ms  their 
demand  for  a  successful  team  and  pledged  their  ini(|ualifiod  su])- 
poit.  Tiio  two  Medical  Fraternities  iuive  taken  the  iiuiffor  uj) 
and  are  determined  to  back  rugby  to  the  limit.  Tiie  Athletic 
Dii'octorate  encouraged  by  such  domonsti'ations  pi-epared  a 
(luestionnaire  and  sent  it  out  to  all  students.  An  anjdysis  of 
the  returns  show  that  over  sesveuty-five  students  are  anxious  to 
l)lay  rugby.  Of  the.se  about  fifty  are  willing  to  return  two 
weeks  oai'ly  for  i)re!iminaiy  training  and  one  hundred  jx'r  cent, 
ai'e  willing  to  start  training  at  homo  on  August  the  first. 

With  such  a  ho])eful  outlook  the  members  of  next  ye-tr's 
Athletic  Directorate  hold  a  mooting  and  have  announced  t'lat 
(piite  possibly  the  members  of  the  first  team  will  be  enabled  to 
return  by  the  middle  of  So])tember  to  commi'nce  intensive  liuin- 
ing.  Thorefoi'o  it  does  not  seem  too  optimistic  to  jirodict 
a  successful  season  for  the  j)ui'ple  and  white  in  the  intermed- 
iate Intercollegiate  series  of  1922. 

This  article  woidd  not  be  complete  without  a  word  of 
appreciation  to  the  nu'u  who  graduate  this  year  and  who  have 
striven  manfully  to  u|)hol(l  Western  colours  on  the  gridiron. 
These  men  have  jilayod  their  last  games  for  Western  and 
have  left  behind  them  places  luiid  to  fill.
